GRANGE ORGANS. 

The newspaper agencies inform us that 
newspapers with a nominal capital of 
$8,000,000 have come to naught since 
the panic of 1873. The new papers 
arising to take their pleces, in the West, 
at least, seem to be largely disposed to 
| announce themselves, even In their titles, 
ag taking the side of the grange. A fe- 
hearsal of some of the most prominent 
grange organs by states will do much to 
open the eyes of some peop'e to the mag- 
nitude of this movement. 

It is an interesting fact that scarcely 
apy grange papers are published this side 
of the Alleghany mountains, and there 
are very maby more in the south than in 
New England. In all down easi we find 
no manifest srange organ, and only two 
or three public workingmen’s papere. It 
is said that many of the mill owners will 
discharge aman who persists in taking a 
pres that is devoted exclusively to the 
oterests of that class. 

All these grange papers are known to 
be earnest advocates of the patrons of 
husbandry, but there are scores more not 
thoroughly identified with the order, but 
working for it. In act it is getting cus- 
tomary for nearly all the western country 
papers to devote a column or two to 
grange matters. 


A TREM?NDOUS CONSTITUENCY. 


When one considers ihe fact that re- 
ligious, Masonic, and other mutual aid 
societies, established for many years in 
this ccuntry, only support two or three 
organs apiece, it becomes apparent that 
an order t.atis already supporting and 
giving tone to severul score papers must 
have a tremendous membership and a 
strong hold upon the popular attections. 

There is a singular. difference between 
the organs ot, the movement in different 
states.

Tne dedication of the Vanderbilt uni 
versity occurred On Monday before the 
culture and intelligence of Nashville, 
who sat for five hours apparently with- 
out becoming wearied. The address of 
Dr. Lipscomb is spoken of by the Amer- 
ican as ‘very eloquent.

The first pommt made was the vitality of 
great ideas, the indestructibility of their 
nature and their capacity for unlimited 
growth.

“The danger 
from political and commercial tricksters 
is evident enough, but the order is ad- 
mirably adapted for the repelling of ma- 
rauders, and it is to be hoped that the 
patrons will be able to correct mistakes
